Claims 1-27 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 1 2, first paragraph, as failing to comply with the written 
description requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter which was not described in the specification 
in such a way as to reasonably convey to one skilled in the relevant art that the inventor(s), at the time the 
application was filed, had possession of the claimed invention. There is no description of "exfoliation in the 
separable layer" (claims 1,2 and 21) or "exfoliation at an interface" (claim 21) because "exfoliation" is 
defined as casting off in scales, laminae or splinters. There is also no description of the method of claims 
8-10 including connecting an adjacent thin film layer to the first and second thin film device layers using 
electrodes on both surfaces of each thin film device layer. 

The text of those sections of Title 35, U.S. Code not included in this action can be found in a prior 
Office action. 

Claims 1-7 and 1 1-27 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Hayashi 
'585 in combination with Vu et al '1 24. 

In the event that the disclosure as originally filed provides description of exfoliation as discussed 
above the rejection is maintained as stated in the paper mailed 7/3/03 because the separation process of 
the combination appears to be also encompassed by the term due to the similarities with the instant 
process. 

Applicant's amendment necessitated the new ground(s) of rejection presented in this Office action.
